From the annual statement juet published, 
we learn that the number of patients treated 
in the Hospital during the year ending April 
27th, was 1,011; 938 of whem were admitted 
during the year, and 73 were in it at the com- 
mencement. Of these 38 were obstetric cases, 
27 of which eventuaied safely, 1 died, 3 were 
removed by friends, and 7 remained in the 
hospital, at the date of the report 

Of the 1,011 persons in the hospital during 
the year, 288 were pay patients, and 723 poor, 
and 314 were brought in on account of acciden- 
tal injuries. Eighty-nine were in the horpital 
when the statement closed; 71 died; 7 eloped; 
7 were d for mi 107 were 
removed by their friends without having re- 
ceived material benefit, 125 were relieved, and 
550 cured. 

Ot the 938 persons admitted during the year, 
473 were natives of the United States (inclu- 
ding 28 infants born in the hospital); 248 were 
born in Ireland; 53 in England; 28 in Ger- 
many; 7 in Scotland; § in Canada and Nova 
Scotia; 4 in France, and 4 in Denmark, the 
reat in other foreign countries. 

The number of patients in the insane depart- 
ment has been 279, of whom 132 have been 
discharged. The preceding facts do not include 
these cases. 

The average number of persons maintained 
in the hospital, during the past year, has been, 
101; of whom 23 were pay, and 78 poor pa- 
tients. 

The total number of patients admitted into 
the hospital, from its establishment, in 1752, to

LEAVES AND STALKS. 
Every day adds to the utility of the science 
of vegetable chemisiry, by bringing forward 
new discoveries in the uses of the different 
parts of plants. We notice that the whole 
family of Mr. Havens, of Bedford, were poison- 
ed a few days since in consequence of eating 
Rhobarb leaves, boiled as greens: and it is 
feared that two of the chikiren will not reco- 
ver. The leaf of this plant, of which the stalk 
ie used for pies without danger, contains a con- 
siderable quantity of oxalic acid. The stalks 
have one department of the work of vegetation 
to do, the leaves another; and their different 
conformation varies the effect of the atmos- 
phere and other agents upon them. The root 
is a well known remedial agent 


OISTRESSING WRECK. 

A new schooner, built on the Eastern Shore, 
and on her first voyage to Baltimore, was cap- 
sized on Thursday night of last week, off the 
mouth of the Patuxent, and seven out of nine 
persons on board drowned. Those who met 
this unfortunate fate were the wife and two 
daughters of the owner, two other female pas- 
sengers, and two of the deck hands. The Cap- 
tain and one man managed to hold on until 
they were relieved by a vessel passing. The 
schooner was then righted, the bodies of those 
who had perished recovered, and taken back 
to the Eastern Shore for interment 


MACHINERY VS. LABOR. 
The American invention for making hooks 
and eyes, has reduced the price from $1.50 the 
gross to 20 cents.
